Field of the Inyention 

Thepres e nt This invention relates to the area of interactive television. The present-invention 
relates more particularly to a process for displaying personal information in a broadcast of interactive 
television. The process in accordance with th e invention advantageously applies to personal 
information in the form of short SMS messages. 
Background 

The prior art already Icnows, fi-om European patent EPL188,31 4 (Si e mens), EPIJ 88,3 1 4 
discloses a process and a-system of communication for displaying short messages on TV screens. 
According to th e inv e ntion d e scrib e d in this document, short Short messages are sent by mobile 
terminals of a mobile phone system to a TV broadcasting unit identified by a corresponding 
telephone number. In this unit th eThe short messages are converted into TV broadcasting signals in 
the unit and introduced into the television network in such a manner that they can be displayed on the 
TV sets linked to the television network. 

Th e pr e s e nt inv e ntion has the problem of r e ctifying the disadvantag e s of th e prior art by 
proposin g it would therefore be advantageous to provide a process that permits on the one hand the 
usmguse of an interactive television decoder and on the other hand the-superposing of personal 
information and a television broadcast. 
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Summary o£the Invention 

This invention relates to a process for displaying personal information in an interactive 
television broadcast including acquiring personal information with the aid of personal equipment, 
transmitting the personal information to a server for broadcasting content, processing the personal 
information from the server for broadcasting content including formatting data including the personal 
information intended to be used by application software of the interactive television and 
encapsulating the data in a format for the transportation of a video stream, wherein the encapsulated 
data is broadcast as a multiplex with video streams corresponding to a televised broadcast associated 
with the personal information and the user simultaneously displays and removes video information 
and the personal information> 

This invention also relates to a system that displays the personal information according to the 
process including means for acquiring the personal information, a transmitter and a display. 
Brief Description of the Drawings 

The invention will be better understood with the aid of the following description, given solely 
by way of explanation, of an embodiment of the invention making reference to the attached figure. 

Fig. 1 shows the process in accordance with aspects of the invention. 
Detailed Description 

To this end th e pr e s e nt This invention concerns in its most a general m e anin g sense a process 
for displaying personal information in an interactive television broadcast comprising: 

-^a stage for the acquisition of the personal information with the aid of personal equipment, 
— Aa stage for the transmission of tfeisthe personal information to a server for the 
broadcasting of content, 
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-T^a stage for the-processing ef-information coming from the server for #ie-broadcasting ef 
content consisting i ni ncluding putting it in a format intended to be used by the apphcation 
software of the interactive television and in encapsulating tfeisthe data in a format for the 
transportation of video stream, 

characterized in that thisthe encapsulated data is broadcasted in multiplexing with the video 
streams corresponding to the televised broadcast associated with ^risthe personal information, and in 
that it also comprises a stage that can be actuated by the user for the-simultaneous displaying and 
removal of video information and of this the personal information. 

The transport format of the personal information is preferably the MPEG format. According 
to a first e mbodim e nt th eThe personal information i smav be short SMS messages. According to a 
s e cond e mbodim e nt th e The personal information i smav also be multimedia MMS messages. 
According to a variant th e The personal information i smav further be digital images. 

According to a variant th e The personal information i smav be acquired on a portable phone 
and transmitted to the server of a telecommunication operator. According to another varian t Also, the 
personal information i smav be acquired on a personal computer. 

The information processing stage advantageously comprises an operation for the-aggregation 
of thisthe personal information consisting i n including constructing at least one queue constituted 
a plurality of messages. 

According to a particular embodim e nt th eThe information processing stage mav 
comprise[[s]] an operation for fee-aggregation of thisthe personal information consisting i ni ncluding 
constructing a plurality of queues. 

Furthermore, the process advantageously comprises a stage for the-filtering ef^personal 
information encapsulated as a fimction of parameters recorded on the user equipment. The personal 
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information advantageously contains a header comprising personalizing data of the filtering stage of 
the equipment of a TV viewer or of a group of TV viewers. 

According to a variant th e The process also comprises a stage for fee-displaying ef 
information of an advertising nature. According to an embodim e nt this The information of an 
advertising nature i smavbe of the text type. ThisThe information of an advertising nature preferably 
comes from graphic files. According to a particular embodim e nt th e s e The graphic files af emavbe in 
the JPEG, GIF, PNG or BMP format. 

According to a particular e mbodim e nt th eThe process may comprise[fs]] a stage for fee 
construction of muhiple streams firom bits of personal information, each comprising a part of the 
personal information, before the information processing stage. 

The different streams preferably allow a-broadcasting into different chat rooms. 

The present invention also relates to a system for implementing the process comprising at 
least means for fee-acquisition of feisthe personal information, transmission means and display 
means. 

Th e inv e ntion will b e b e tter und e rstood with the aid of th e following d e scription, giv e n sol e ly 
by way of explanation, of an embodim e nt of th e invention malcing refer e nc e to the attach e d figur e . 

Figur e 1 shows an e mbodiment of the proc e ss in accordanc e with the inv e ntion. 

In the embodiment shown in figweFig. 1^ the personal information is in the form of SMS and 
the content broadcasting server is an SMS server. 

A television broadcast is produced in the form of video stream and is-transmitted to the 
television broadcasting network.

These two data 

types are then multiplexed and transmitted via the television broadcasting network to a decoder 

installed with a private party.
